And to the intent to cut of the great fraude and abuſe vled by ſundzy perſons being free of this City, 
and others by foꝛreine buying and ſelling, contrary to the auncient lawes, cuſtomes and liberties of theſame Cittie, and foz the 
better finding out of the ſame fraudulent dealings, It is further enacted by the authozitie afozeſaid that the Clearke oz officer 
fo; the collecting of duties duefoz the harbouring and pitching of clothes at the ſaid Market of Blackwelhall and places afozeſaid 
thall keepe a Regiſter booke weekely thzoughout the whole yeare, of the names and ſurnames of the laide Clothmen and Free:

Then it is hereby further oꝛdepned and enacted, that the ſaid buyers and ſellers whether they be free oz fozreyners ſhall haue 
no benefite of the exception aboue ſpecified in this pꝛelent Act, concerning fozmer bargaines, but ſhalbe bound to put to ſale the 
fame Cloth, Clothes and comodities afozeſaid in Blackwelhall Market, oz in other the place oꝛ places appoynted as afo:e- 
ſayd, as though there had bene no fozmer bargayne of the ſame Clothes oz other commodities, And foz the better refozmation 
of the offences and abuſes, purpoled to be refouned and amended, by this pzeſent Act of Common Councell, and the moze ready 
execution of the ſame.
